The Night-lifo

* HOW SOUNDLY 
: does a thrush 
asleep through the night? 
Scientists have worked 
for months to kettle 
question. Now, as 
often happens when trivial 
points are investigated, they 
have made a_ discovery 
which throws new light on 
nh =major mystery—bird- 
migration. 


The chart below—based 
on the scientists’ report, 
just published—records the 
slumber of o miasel-thrush 
on a northern winter's 
night. 

The thrush was kept in a cage 
fitted with a metal perch, Elec- 
tric shocks just strong cnough .o 
tickle the roosting bird’s feet 
were possed through the perch 
while scientisis watched through 
a peephole. Ths strength of the 
shocks needed to. make the 
thrush open its eyes at succcr- 
sive hours of the night was a 
measure of the depth of Its aleep.
